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An Appreciation. 


HE furniture comprised in this collection is of very 

great merit. A year’s hard thought and effort following 

on experience gained through many years, went to its 
assembling. Every piece in it is good, and individual pieces 

are of exceptional excellence. For some considerable time to 
come there will be small likelibood of any collection of equal 
worth being made available to the Australian public. In choos- 
ing the components it was always borne in mind by the selector 
that design and fitness must be of supreme importance. In 
respect of the former quality, even a casual glance at the collec- 
tion as a whole will convince the connoisseur that the require- 
ments of the most exacting judges are abundantly satisfied. The 
scope of furniture measurements is naturally limited by the 
bhysique of human beings and their requirements. Things on 
which to sit, recline or lie, or in which to put our clothes and 
books, or at which to cat our meals have had their sizes and 
shapes fixed since the days of the early Egyptians. Where fine 
furniture excels is in the subtler proportioning and decorating 
of the articles, keeping within those canons. Whatever slight 
variation in measurements may be allowed is kept to such 
objects as wardrobes, bookcases and tables; all the rest have 
been standardised to conform to an average, governed by 
normal body measurements. Chairs, beds, lounges or desks vary 
very little in size from age to age. Still, the furniture of a 
certain period which adapted itself to the dimensions of the 
dwellings of one age is from that point of view made suitable 
to use in another where similar conditions exist. In Queen 


Anne’s time, as in ours, rooms were small, and consequently 
the furniture of that period commends itself to the modern 
compact way of living. For that reason more furniture of that

delightful period will be found here than of other types just 
as pleasing, but having perhaps less general dimensional ap plica- 
bility to the present day. All the original pieces shown are 
genuine and intrinsically all that can be desired. All re pro- 
ductions are copied from the aristocrats of the furniture world, 
and their material and workmanship are of the very highest 
quality. For, good artisans exist in every age. Design is the 
yardstick of aesthetic accomplishment and the great designers 
are few, distinct and celebrated. It is for that reason that 
“periods” have been, for convenience, created. In certain cases, 
where furniture is concerned, “periods” synchronise with the 
use of particular woods, and these fortunately have found 
geniuses who have been seized of the peculiar fitness of the 
medium to embodiment in graceful lines and gratifying shapes 
and sizes appropriate to the needs of the interiors which they | 
were intended to serve and adorn. Common to all of these 
must inhere integrity of workmanship; and in all the furniture ] 
here catalogued and displayed a close scrutiny will discover | 


craftsmanship of the highest. Without it the original concep- 


tion of the master designer would be largely discounted, or 
negatived. Here no such misgivings arise. The parts and 
qualities amalgamate harmoniously and effectively to ex- 
hibit themselves as those objects of art that are known as | 
fine furniture. 


In the fullest sense both originals and reproductions are 
“typical” of their periods. Artistically and technically they 
are in a very high class. With such examples to choose from 
one’s personal predilections governed by one’s culture need be 
the only guide to a decision.
